over the wheel of his bugyy and apent twentys- 
six bours 1n the lee of this poor shelter, frees~ 
ing une foot and one hand. When the storm 
ceused be found himselt withia forty yards of 
ahouse. At Fort Ridgeley three brothers 
were bauling grain when the storm came on 
them, They sought shelter in their graio 
eribsin an open fivid. A'l three were found 
there dead. Mr. Lee and bis son, aged thirt- 
teen, left their house, near Sioux City, on 
Tuesday for a load of wood. On Friday they 
were found about eighty yards apart. Evi- 
dently they had freed th ir cattle and then 
gone on mistaking their way, Both were 
thinly clad. The boy’s arms were crossed, 
‘as it be bad tried to keep his butionless over- 
coat closed. The faithful dog was found 
beside his dead master. A widow is left des- 
titute with four children, the eldest only 
seven years old, Near Medelin'a man un- 
bitched his team and went to search for a 
house, leaving bis wife in the sleigh. She 
became anxious, and followed him, Both 
were frozen to death. A Mr. Temins, bis son 
and bis son’s wife started from Fergus Falls 
for Elizabeth: Becoming locked ia a drift 
the men took the mules and went for asgis- 
tanee,. leaviog the woman in | tne sleigh, 
Fatber and son were frozea to death, and the 
women cannot recover. 

A couple just married were on their way 
home, to Lemars, when the storm overtook 
them, They turned the horses loose and 
overset the sleigh, then crawled under it and 
wrapped themselves in the robes... It was a 
strange bridal room, the box of a sleigh in 
drift outon the prairie, but they passed two 
days and two nights there, aod were finally 
rescued alive, though badly frozen. 

Near Correctionvile, Jobn Sparks and 
Joseph Sanders went out to get some wood at 
@ distince of four miles. The stora’ caught 
thé, but they pushed on. When’ mile and 
« balf from bome they threw out their load 
te go on more quickly, but just beyond the 
road made a curve; they passed this curve 
without turning, and so every step afterwards 
was a step away from home. At night they 
camped ender the sleigh, about three miles 
from home. A trapper heard thélr shouts, 
but thought them but the bootidg of owls. 
All day Wedoesday, Wedsesday night and 
Thaisday the men were alive agd wandering 
up and down, bewildered by |the terrible 
storm. The trapper followed them all day 
Wednesday, but could not find them. On 
Thorsday oight their borse came home, aod 
following back bis tracks they found the two 
men seven miles away, about two feet apart, 
frozen stark and stiff. The dog which had 
accompanied them remained with the bodies, 
and bad kept them from being covered by 
the snow. Each man left a widow and cbil- 
dren, the latter all young. Sander’s family 
is destitute. The aged mother aud sister of 
Sparks bave gone mad, and witl probably die.
